PHILADELPHIA – United States Attorney Patrick L. Meehan today announced the
filing of an indictment charging Louis Mattiacci with two counts of bank robbery, arising
from his robbery of the Third Federal Bank at 136 West Girard Avenue in Philadelphia on
January 25, 2008, and again on January 30, 2008.   Mattiacci took a total of approximately1

$3,500 in the robberies.

If convicted, Mattiaccit faces a maximum possible sentence of 40 years imprisonment,
three years of supervised release, a $500,000 fine, and a $200 special assessment.

Bureau of Investigation, and is being prosecuted by Assistant United States Attorney Karen
Grigsby.
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
